THE HEALING 

PROPERTIES OF MUSIt 

It Is well known that ancient 
physicians made use of music as 
a drug more than two thousand 
years ago. Legend has it that 
Orpheus made Incapacitated 
people walk by singing and 
plairtag his harp. But does all 
music have curative properties? 

Physicians and psychologists 
have carried out an Interesting 
experiment at a Japanese fact- 
ory. 110 female workers— all of 
them breast-feeding mothers — 
were divided Inlo tour groups.

Doctors 
arc of Ihc opinion that pop 
music Is a serious Irritant of 
tho nervous system. 


HOW TO INCREASE 
LASER EFFICIENCY 

At the source of every fibre 
optical communications system 
there lies a laser whose light 
modulated by the transmitted 
signal enters the glass fibre 
which conveys It to the addres- 
see. Up to now, much of the 
light was lost either by being 
reflected when It hit the smooth 
surface end of the fibre, or 
when having travelled some 
distaece. It deflected out of the 
fibre through Its side surface. 
Overall loss of light amounted 
to 70 and 80 per cent. Attempts 
were made to make up for these 
losses by using more powerful 
lasers. 

The West German firm of SEL 
has now shown that losses can 
be reduced to reach 20 per cent 
If the end or the glass fibre 
turned towards the source of 
light to shaped In 65-degrc® rid- 
ges.

OLD AGE WITH A DIFFERENCE 



There are about 1,000 homes tor old people 
and Invalids In lho USSR. Theso are elderly 
people weeding special medical care or those 
loft (or ono reason nr another on their own. 

When they move to such homes, senior dll- 
conB give up Ihelr pension to tbe stale. It will 
not normally cover more than hall Hie sum 
(averaging at around 2.000 roubles a year), 
which the state spends on each pensioner, In ad- 
dition, between 10 lo 25 per cent of the pension 
(In reverse proportion to Its size) la paid to the 
old people as pocket money. Incidentally the 
conditions In Biich homes are equal for all In- 
mate and lo no way depend on the size of the 
pension given up to the stole. 

A pensioner- boarder hos llie right lo lake a 
holiday at a sanatorium once a year, llio ac- 
commodation and return fare lo the sanatorium 
being paid by lho stale. 

Incidentally, many ol Hie senior citizens, II 
they so wish and have no medical eontra-lndlca- 
Llons, work on subholdlnga and arc paid for tills 
work. 

This photo was lakcn lo an old people's 
home In Frunze, capital of Kirghizia. It is 
located In the Ala-Tao foothills. There arc ICO 
medical personnel taking care of the residents 
In the home. Altogether there are 1.1 such homes 
in the republic, Every year they receive around 
4,000,000 roubles from national and republican 
budgets to cover social and cultural ne?ds.

For many years now, 
he writes, the Estonian Ministry ol Light Industries has 
run a Research and Development Bureau lor Manage- 
mem. As a result of tests It lias been shown that far 
Irom every manager does his job eilecttvely. This Is 
mainly because the prolesslanal man often has rather 
fuzzy ideas about human relations. To re-educate or Im- 
prove the qualtltcaltons ol the modern manager, there- 
lore. Is always necessary whatever his rank and, wha/ 
Is more, It should be an on-going process. This process 
should be geared lo groups ol managers, rather than 
to single individuals. They must be taught how to lake 
[olni decisions and to master lho art ol communication. 

Research has shown that fn a modern production 
/earn, especially It II consists ol young persons, punish- 
ment, and bans Ore lhe least effective ways of Influenc- 
ing people. These are the methods which tend to be 
used by untrained managers who have had little edu- 
cation: Very alien highly competent specialists are to 
be found within this category, yet who are totally un- 
able to take Into -account lhe human factor, at a modern 
plant.
